Gustave Kircheimer was committed 
to a higher tribunal by Magistrate Hall 
thia morning. The court room was fill¬ 
ed With spectators who expected to hear 
further evidence in this rather celebrated 
case. In thia they were disappointed, 
for when the matter was called Mr. Bel- 
yea, counsel for the prosecution, an¬ 
nounced that they had closed their esae. 
The defence called no witnesses, and 
the accused was, formally committed for 
trial. He is charged with unlawfully 
receiving and being in possession of 
goods to the amount of $1,(128.33 belong¬ 
ing to Turner, Beeton A Co., and of 
being in unlawful possession of $280 
worth of silesia, the property of the 
asms firm. 

His commitment clears from the 
books of the police court the last ves¬ 
tige of the trouble, which resulted from 
the discovery made by Manager Thomp¬ 
son as he was break/astlng in the Toodie 
Dog restaurant a fortnight ago. The 
Kircheimer case was first taken np, and 
during the period it was before the mag¬ 
istrate the Lorimer case had bett 
through both courts, being finally de¬ 
posed of by Mr. Justice Martin yester¬ 
day morning. Kircheimer will elect oa 
hi* manner of trial at once. 

The spectators in court to-day were 
afforded considerable entertainment in 
the hearing of the case of W. J. Hatch, 
charged with stealiug $45 from George 
Row bottom. The accused told his story 
and during hi* cross-examination by the 
chief proved himself a skillful witness, 
lie said that the monev found hi his 
possession by Constable Harper and De¬ 
tective Macdonald on Sunday was part 
of $400 brought by him when he mme 
from the east. He said he met Row bot¬ 
tom and a “tall, dark young man" 
whose name he didn’t know, at the 
Lighthouse saloon, and the three went 
down towards Esquimalt, going to a 
saloon near the end of the car track. 
After drinking there they • returned on 
the ear, but Rowbottom, he said, got Off 
at the Half Way house. Th^ other two 
went after him and found thatjie bad 
been ejected, as he had bean acting very 
boisterously. Eventually Hatch und 
Rowbottom returned to town. 

Ho admitted having had a good cargo 
of whisky inside, but denied hsviog 
taken money from Rowbottom. In fact 
the latter didn't hgve any money, whilg 
the accused, on the other hand, had been 
spending it quite freely in various 
saloons. He had the money on his per¬ 
son while serving a sentence at the pro¬ 
vincial Jail.. He had been searched 
carelessly at the police station and jail 
when previously sentenced, and that 
was why the money wasn’t discovered.

Buhammarn, the pretender, having 
proclaimed the intention of enthroning 
Mulai Mohammed, his rebellion has no 
longer any reason to continue, as the 
Sultan has publicly reconciled himself 
with his brother, and Mulai Mohammed 
has made a solemn entry into Fes, aq? 
claimed by the populace. The Sultan 
has announced the appointment of Mnlai 
Mohammed aa governor of the province 
of Fea. thus disproving the rumors that 
Mulai Mohammed aspired to the throne. 
When this had been done, according to 
the official authority for these state¬ 
ments, the tribes around Fes swore- fidel¬ 
ity to the Sultan and denounced Buham- 
mara «s an imposter whom they would 
prevent from coming to Fes. 

All immediate danger has disappeared. 
The routes from Fes to the coast are 
open. It Is said the Sultan is now pre¬ 
paring a large expedition, with the inten¬ 
tion of crushing the rebellion. 

Advices received here from Fes under 
date of December 29th, are to the effect 
that the members of Haina tribe, who 
wrere fighting for the pretender, have 
declared their allegiance to the Sultan.

'THE MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 

The force* are lining up for what 
promise* to be one of the moat interest¬ 
ing municipal campaigns in the history 
of Victoria. A belated candidate or 
two may yet come to the front, bnt 
there la at present plenty of material of¬ 
fering from which to select capable and 
,d c if*t framing bodies. A new ele¬ 
ment has appeared in the conflict thin 
year, and a fair proportion of the elec¬ 
torate seems disposed at present to re¬ 
gard its presence with doubtful feelings. 
And yet the represcntatlres of labor 
are not under any obligation to apologise 
for their decision to take an notice pari 
in the government of the city, with the 
approval of the ratepayers. It is often 
uedtin a reason why incompetence and 
corruption prevail in the government of 
muiiicipalitiea oo thla continent that the 
masses of the people, the better ele¬ 
ments of the community, do not take the 
Interest they should in the administra¬ 
tion of public affairs. TSie experience of 
other and larger communities proves that 
that which is moat to be dreaded in con¬ 
nection with municipal life is the dead¬ 
ening. paralysing effect of the creeping, 
insidious dry rot of indifference. There 
may be some ligitimate objection to the 
division of the forces which, make for 
progress into sections, but good men 
should be welcomed into the wholesome 
competition for civic honors no matter 
from what source they may emanate. 
Therefore it la well tbe labor candidates 
are in the field. But they mast be weighed 
in the same balance as the other aspir¬ 
ants for service on the aldermanlc and 
school boards. If they are considered 
to be wanting, even by their comrades 
in the onions, they will hardly ancceed, 
because tbe labor men of the West are 
not of types of Individuals that can 
be rounded op and driven to the poll* 
to bodies. And there is nothing to de¬ 
plore in that fact.

To the Editor:—I notice that it Is pro- j 
posed to inaugurate a campaign to pro- ! 
mote railway construction upon Vaucou- 
T«Li Island. The purpose is one that, 
above all others, should enlist the ener¬ 
gies of the citisens of Victoria. 1} ia 
agreed that the Island is rich in re¬ 
sources; it ia certain that the J*acific 
Coast terminii of future trans-Canadian 
railways will'be in the North, and that 
the final port of cflll for Oriental liners 
will be at the northwest point of this 
Island. If Victoria is to realise upon 
hag possible advantage* in respect to 
these facta, her citizens must, a« a first 
step, promote the construction of Island 
railway*. 

So obvious a truth need* no argument 
to support It, yet we are likely to under¬ 
estimate the probable profit of a success¬ 
ful effort In the direetiou indicated. We 
fcave settled down into the conviction 
that onr future depends upon our becom¬ 
ing the terminus of a transcontinental 
railway. To be such would, of course, 
greatly advance our interests, but it is 
amt necessary to them. It ty not the'only 
possible factor in our future growth, 
and it certainly is not tbe one most 
merely within our reach. The best con¬ 
ditions for a city are doubtless location 
t:pon the sea coast, with' adjacent terri¬ 
tory of great productiveness, served by 
aailwayn that give good connections 
with transcontinental systems. If you 
add to these the elements that make a 
city a desirable place of residence, you 
have all the factors necessary to Pf>* 
aprrity. To a city thus circumstanced, 
that liven up to its privileges, the loca¬ 
tion ot the carshops, or the head offices 
of transportation companies, Is a mat¬ 
ter of relatively little importance. And, 
moreover, the location of these will de¬ 
pend much more upon the business and 
the natural advantages that a city has 
to offer a company than upon any ques¬ 
tion of subsidy. 

At all events, a community should 
first avail itself bt what it Is within its 
own power to acquire. Victoria should 
net upon this principle. It caunot it- 
nelf afford, and it ought not to expect the 
province to furnish the means, to pay 
enough to induce a transcontinental road 
to make its terminus here if the natural 
Interests of the road would suffer there- 
liy. We ought to be able to see, for In- 
*tnnec. that if the Canadian Northern 
finds it to be to its advantage for busi- 
rem reasons to mike this Us ocean 
terminus, tt will do so; otherwise it t»91 
iiot. Let u* thefflfore ‘ 
factors which we have, 
power to affect. 

We can promote the extension of our 
Island railway facilities and thus bring 
within easy reach of Victoria every 
Fettlement, present and prospective, on 
the Island, and establish dlrA*tlon con¬ 
nection with existing afid future trans¬ 
continental systems.

“In regard to the Weat Yale ©on ! 
htitnency the government never had any 
intention of leaving Weat Yale unrepre¬ 
sented at the next aeaalon of the Hooaa. 
They never had. any Idea but to bring on 
(he election In that constituency before 
tbe House alts. 

“HegfWlng tho railway policy, I 
firmly believe It I* the bonnden dnty of 
the government to formulate a railway 
policy. No country like British Colum¬ 
bia can be developed wltbont being 
opened up by railways, and it la the 
policy of the government to develop the 
province by railroad building. The gov¬ 
ernment will assist railroads where ne¬ 
cessary. H assistance la given, however, 
it will, Y hope, take tho form of land 
subsidies under such restrictions and 
conditions as will promote settlement 
and davelopment. I believe that a lino 
of railway from Vancouver to the north 
would be a laudable enterprise and well 
worthy of aasUt&ncc. I also believe that 
we should have another transcontinental 
line from the Rockies town to the Coast. 
I believe that nuah a railway should 
come through Cariboo, then down to 
Bute Inlet and across to the Island, thus 
passing through the lower portion of tho 
province, where the population la more 
thickly distributed. I do not approve of 
giving* assistance to tha scheme to run 
the railway to Port Simpson, thus build¬ 
ing up a rival city to Vanconver, Vlc- 
tortt and other coast cities. What it 
wanted ia a line of more Immediate ad¬ 
vantage to the present centres of popn- 
lalioo. 

“I think a great deal could be done In 
the #uy of developing the resources etf 
the province by the construction of nar 
row gauge railways as feeders for the 
main lines. Tha Coast-Kootenay road 


(crested In deep plecer end hydraulic 
mining that placer and hydraulic claims 
be crown granted, J will say that It la 
a difficult problem to deal with. There 
is opposition, to the scheme by many in¬ 
dividual placer miners. I can aay, how¬ 
ever. that some alterations will be made 
in the act providing for hotter titles to 
such land than at present 

“As to immigration, I believe there 
should be a general scheme of survey of 
unoccupied government land, so that 
when intending eettlers present them 
selves or write for information regarding 
desirable locations the government may 
be able to inform them aa to local con¬ 
ditions, extent and topography of each 
section of the province where settle¬ 
ment is desirable, the nature of the soil, 
possibilities of livelihood and conditions 
prevailing aa to transportation. It 
would be an expensive undertaking, but 
It la very dedirable to have the lands of 
the province taken up by good settlers, 
and the expenditure would wall repay 
the province. Of course the schema 
would bare to he carried out .gradually. 

“Regarding the unfair terms given 
British Columbia by tbe Dominion gov¬ 
ernment, I am going to Ottawa to talk 
the matter over with Preoiler Isturh^r 
and his colleagues. Own|g toqpr extent 
of “ territory aud the inaccessibility in 
many regions, the cost ef administration 
in British Columbia ia very heavy, aril 
aa |a well known, we pay fi!,00O,00U 
more annually Into thj^ Ibimlniou tream 
nry tbau we get back. The Dunam air 
government Issu e d a pamphlet to the Do¬ 
minion government giving the rea s ons 
why British Columbia should get more 
reasonable terms. 1 Intend during my 
stay in Ottawa to further Impress on the 
government why the concessions asked 
for by thg Dunsmuir government should 
be grafted. 

“The fisheries question, among others, 
will also be brought to the attention of 
F re ruler Laurler and hia {oUaague^_ In 
the fisheries question there are many 
, disputes between the province and Do¬ 
minion which I hope to settle definitely 
on my coming trip. Among them the 
right of the province to the licenses of 
fishing, the foreshore privileges on our 
waters and the question of traps. The 
provincial government Is distinctly in fa¬ 
vor of traps, as we cannot compete with 
the American cannera without them. 

“In regard to Oriental immigration I 
may say that the government la strong- 
ly opposed to the iuflux of this class. 
The Dominion government has disal¬ 
lowed the acts passed last a eaa l on, but 
I intend to hoar* theip re-enacted aa aoon 
as the House meets to show that the 
people of British Columbia are In dead 
earnest on this question.” 

WlHU.Piteiler Prior was asked If the 
government would be sustained he re¬ 
plied: “It win be. We have a decided 
majority.**
